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One Day There Will Be 
A College Here” 


A group of people assembled in Plea¬ 
sant Hill Church for the annual meeting 
of the Kings Mountain Baptist Associa¬ 
tion. It was September 1903. The people 
who gathered there were happy; a heal¬ 
thy climate, rich soil, abundant crops, a 
wealth of timber, humming textile plants, 
valuable minerals, beautiful homes, beau¬ 
tiful human beings. Among them were 
men of vision, people such as J. Y. Ham¬ 
rick, J. H. Quinn, A. J. Greene, Noah 
Hamrick, J. F. Moore, E. B. Hamrick, 
Major John F. Schenck. They were con¬ 
cerned with the need of their youth for 
education. 

They felt tjiey owed it to their sons 
and daughters to provide a school where 
they could “have the best possible edu¬ 
cational advantages under distinctive 
Christian influence.” 

A year passed. It was September, 
1904 and these same people gathered 
again for the Annual Association, meet¬ 
ing at Zoar Church. Same people, same# 
interest—a school. 

People were interested. They talked 
about it. They talked about it all over 
Cleveland and Rutherford Counties. 
They wanted a school “serving all who 
want her service, blessing all with out¬ 
stretched hands. 

“Where shall we locate the school?”, 
they asked. It was July 10, 1895—the 
date for filing of reports on school loca¬ 
tion. Results: the Boiling Springs Comm¬ 
unity had the largest number of pledges. 
Boiling Springs on the border between 
the Kings Mountain and Sandy Run As¬ 
sociations. 

Now it was September 21, 1905, the 
people of Sandy Run Association unani¬ 
mously and enthusiastically accepted the 
invitation to join the people of Kings 
Mountain Association in the erection and 
operation of the school. That school was 
chartered December 2, 1905 on land 
given for the purpose by E. B. Hamrick. 

And so the prophesy of B. H. Bridges, 
put forth in 1875, 30 years earlier, came 
to pass. One day there will be a college 
here.” 

However, not even one as prophetic 
as B. H. Bridges could have foreseen 
what that “denominational school” 
would become. From a high school in 
1905 it became in 1928 a junior college, 
in 1971 a senior college, and in 
1980 its 75th year—a college offering 
graduate as well as undergraduate work. 

The Master of Arts in Education pro¬ 
gram is designed to enable educators to 
enhance their knowledge in their respec¬ 
tive fields of study and to improve their 


professional skills. The program began in 
the summer of 1980 with 66 students. 

Graduate work is offered in Education, 
Physical Education and Reading. The 
graduate programs are administered by 
Dr. Barbara Burkett, director of gradu¬ 
ate studies. She serves as presiding of¬ 
ficer of the graduate faculty and vice¬ 
chairperson of the Graduate Council. 

One day there will be a college here,” 
said B. H. Bridges in 1875. Yes, Mr. 
Bridges, you were right, there is a college 
here now. It has 1550 students and in 
addition to its primary task of undergrad¬ 
uate education, it has added a graduate 
division. 

As our Diamond Anniversary year 
comes to a close we extend our thanks 
to Mr. Bridges and the many others who 
have stood faithfully by our side for 
these 75 years.

Who’s at Gardner-Webb? Well, 
have a large variety of folks on campus. 
Naturally, the majority of students are 
from the state of good ole North Car¬ 
olina, 1206 to be exact. This leaves 14 
more states and quite a few countries to 
be represented. Actually, in student pop¬ 
ulation, we have 174 from South Car¬ 
olina, 47 from Florida, 32 from Virginia, 
18 from New Jersey and 16 from Geor¬ 
gia. We also have smaller groups of stu¬ 
dents from the states of Alabama, Ari¬ 
zona, Connecticut, Massachusetts, Mis¬ 
souri, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Tennessee, Texas and 
West Virginia.

The campus is not limited to students 
native to the United States. Seventeen 
international young people are part of 
our student body. Three are from Ber¬ 
muda, two from Cameroon, four from 
Canada, France, Germany, and Guam; 
two from Iran, Japan, Puerto Rico; and 
one from Rhodesia. 

Missionary kids have been 
attracted to the Boiling 
Springs campus from 
Taiwan, Thailand,

Here’s a note for young men consider¬ 
ing Gardner-Webb College as their higher 
education institution. We have 137 more 
females than males. 

Our total financial aide for 1980-81 
was nearly $3 million. Financial aid of 
some type was issued to 61.44% of our 
students with 953 receiving an average of 
$3,068 for the 1980-81 year. 

As far as classes, we have more stu¬ 
dents in the freshmen and senior classes. 


The figures are as follows: freshmen, 
507; sophomores, 316; juniors, 290; sen¬ 
iors, 322; unclassified, special 46; and 
graduate students, 68. 

Our entering freshmen are statistically 
surpassing students of the previous 4 
years by 134 points on Scholastic 
Appitude Tests. 

The teaching faculty is also surpassing 
other faculty bodies in the past with 66% 
holding earned doctorates. We have 70 


full-time faculty, 46 of which have docto¬ 
rates. 

The campus no longer has Saturday 
classes and lights aren’t out in the dormi¬ 
tories at 10 p.m. any longer; however, 
the campus is open for business 18 hours 
a day. Taking up part of the 18 hours are 
the graduate students attending evening 
classes. Another rapidly growing pro¬ 
gram on the campus is the Greater Op¬ 
portunities for Adult Learners (GOAL). 


We have 67 students in the GOAL pro¬ 
gram on the college campus. We also 
have four other off-campus sites in opera¬ 
tion at this time. Student enrollment in¬ 
cludes 37, Gaston Center; 33, Isothermal 
Center; 26, Lincolnton Center; 26, Mor- 
ganton Center. Six.additional GOAL stu¬ 
dents are presently practicing day student 
teaching. 

We hope this gives you some insight as 
to who is on campus.

Daughter Of Missionary 
Parents Enroiied At GWC 


For some students, adjusting to college 
during the first year away from home is 
no easy job. 

Carmen Hood, a Gardner-Webb fresh¬ 
man, not only had to adjust to being 
away from home, she had to accept the 
fact that if plans went as scheduled, she 
wouldn’t see her parents again until sum¬ 
mer, 1981. In fact, her only means of 
communication with them is by mail. 

Carmen’s parents are missionaries, liv¬ 
ing in the city of Bangkle, Thailand, 
about 60 miles east of Bangkok. 
Carmen’s family moved to Thailand 
when she was three years old and ex¬ 
cept for a few furloughs to the United 
States, she has spent 15 years there. 

Adjusting to being away from her par¬ 
ents hasn’t been too difficult for Carmen. 
“Even from the time I was little, they 
knew I’d be moving away,” she said, 
“They knew I’d have to go away to col¬ 
lege.” 

Living away from home isn’t a new 
experience for the 18-year-old. During 
her high school years, she attended 
school in Bangkok and lived in a dormi¬ 
tory with other female students. Up until 
she entered high school, her mother tu¬ 
tored her at home* through correspond¬ 
ence courses but in grades 9-12, Car¬ 
men attended the international school in 
Bangkok, the closest one to her home. 

Her parents are Dr. and Mrs. Alton 
Hood. Her father is a native of Grant¬ 
ham, N. C. a small town near Goldsboro 
and her mother is Canadian. Her father 
is a medical doctor and works at Bangkle 
Baptist Hospital. Her mother teaches 
English. 


Carmen has one brother at Columbia 
Bible College in Columbia, S. C. and a 
sister, married and living in Maryland. 
Two other sisters are still in Thailand, 
one at high school in Bangkok and one 
at home with her parents. 

Because her parents are missionaries, 
the Baptist Mission Board keeps in close 
contact with Carmen. During Thanks¬ 
giving, the Mission Board will take all col¬ 
lege freshmen with missionary parents to 
Richmond, Virginia for the holiday. The 
Board will also pay for her air fare to 
Thailand next summer. 

With occasional visits to the United 
States when her parents were on fur¬ 
lough, Carmen hasn’t had much trouble 
adjusting to the different cultures in Thai¬ 
land and America. Eating habits of 
Americans has been a bit more difficult 
to accept she said. “One of the thirigs 
that bothers me a lot about American 
society,” Carmen said, “is that Americans 
eat a lot of junk food.” In. Thailand, 
she said, people eat tropical fruits and it 
is rare to see an overweight Thai. 

Carmen stays in contact with her par- 
ents by weekly letters home. There are 
no telephones in Bangkle. She talks to 
her sister in Maryland weekly and visits 
her brother in S. C. occasionally. 

At Gardner-Webb, she is thinking of a 
major in music. She likes the Boiling 
Springs campus because she wanted to 
attend a small Christian college. 

As for getting homesick, she has ac¬ 
cepted that too. ‘T just know that I can’t 
go back,” she said. Until next summer, 
that is.

Some say it’s ugly and stupid, while 
others say it’s different and unique, but 
the main word behind it all is “spirit.” 
The Gardner-Webb College football 
team showed their spirit by shaving their 
heads for the football season.

“Once they get their 
minds set, they’re not going to change it.” 

Moore said his shop was full the 
Thursday and Friday before the first 
game and he had to work overtime. The 
only problem that arose for him during 
this episode was the college girls who 
walked by his shop threatening to close 
down his business if he gave another 
haircut. 

In talking to Gardner-Webb President 
Dr. Craven Williams, he commented, “It 
doesn’t help their looks any, but it shows 
team unity and that is good.” 

The school spirit did not stop with the 



football team as others decided to join in 
on the fun. For example, during the first 
pep rally for the Dogs, the girl cheerlead¬ 
ers modeled their own Mohawk wigs as 
they led the students in cheers. Laura 
Price, head cheerleader, said, “It may be 
kind of silly and look kind of dumb to 
shave their heads, but it shows school 
spirit and I’m all for it.” Joey Keever, 
male head cheerleader and one who has 
had his own head shaved at one time, 
said, “The haircuts save energy, you 
don’t have to use your hair dryer.” 

Another example was seen in Convo¬ 
cation, held every Tuesday morning in 
the Bost Gymnasium for the student bo¬ 
dy. Rev. Richard McBride, campus minis¬ 
ter, and Lynn Becker, student govern¬ 
ment president, did a short skit with their 
Mohawk wigs to give an announcement.

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A Visit With GWC Trustee Lloyd C. Bost 



While visiting Lloyd C. Bost, Gardner- 
Webb trustee, in the corporate offices of 
Bost Bakery, one may notice a collage of 
wall plaques. One plaque, an outstand¬ 
ing service award, is of particular interest. 
Awarded to Lloyd C. Bost by former 
Gardner-Webb President Dr. P.L. Elliott 
and by former Board of Trustee chair¬ 
person Mrs. Rush Stroup, this citation in¬ 
dicates that Bost’s loyalty and support of 
the college has spanned nearly a quarter 
of a century. 

“I became involved in the first cam¬ 
paign with Dr. Elliott and Lawson Allen. 
We were to raise $750,000 and it was a 
rough $750,000 to get,” Bost remem¬ 
bered. 

“I had always heard about Gardner- 
Webb and I do remember Boiling 
Springs Junior College,” he remarked. 

Many of the Boiling Springs High 
School stories Bost heard were from his 
father-in-law Judge B. T. Falls, Sr. Falls 
served on the Board of Trustees for 35 
years. His role as trustee began in 1905 
when a joint board was appointed for 
the Kings Mountain and Sandy Run As¬ 
sociations. 

“I used to hear him tell about how E. 
B. Hamrick fed Gardner-Webb students 
out of his store. Judge Falls was very 
interested in education. He was a grad¬ 
uate of Wake Forest Law School and 
was Superintendent of the (Cleveland) 
County Schools in 1905,” he recalled. 


Men such as Judge Falls built Boiling 
Springs’ reputation of being a communi¬ 
ty interested in providing quality educa¬ 
tion. This attitude nutured the new Boil¬ 
ing Springs High School and helped it to 
survive during its early years. Today, that 
same type of support is being offered by 
men such as Lloyd C. Bost. 

The Gardner-Webb College athletic 
program was given a boost when Bost 
Bakery, Inc. contributed a significant gift 
to the college for construction of a gym¬ 
nasium. The building, named in honor of 
the Bost family, now houses intercolleg¬ 
iate sports including men’s and women’s 
basketball, women’s volleyball, week¬ 
ly chapel, physical education classes and 
clinics, intramural activities, gymnastic 
classes, indoor picnics, concerts, vocation 
days, Bulldog club meetings and mote. 
Bost Gymnasium is truly the campus’ all 
purpose building. 

In 1971, to show appreciation for his 
efforts, Gardner-Webb awarded to Lloyd 
Bost an honorary Doctorate of Humani¬ 
ties degree. In 1971, he was awarded a 
resolution of appreciation for his dyna¬ 
mic leadership among the trustees in 
fund-raising campaigns, and for receiving 
local and national recognition in 
business, community service, church acti¬ 
vity, and hospital development. 

Bost has devoted his life to the better¬ 
ment of his city and state and to the 
cause of Christian higher education. 

Bost’s contributions in the first cam¬ 
paign were significant but in the follow¬ 
ing years, his .dedication to the college 
grew even stronger. Another Shelby bus¬ 
inessman R. Patrick Spangler and Bost 
were instrumental in organizing the 1964 
campaign called, “Decade of Advance.” 
The success of this campus development 
campaign made possible the construc¬ 
tion of a chapel, campus-center, four 
dormitories, two classroom buildings, an 
athletic stadium and renovation of the O. 
Max Gardner Building as a fine arts cen¬ 
ter. 

Since its beginning in 1905, Gardner-

cepted any federal funds. Gardner-Webb 
is one of the only three colleges in the 
nation that has taken this unique stand.

Now, we’re seeing an 
increase of people leaning on the federal 
government resulting in an increase in 
our national debt.” 

What does Bost see in the future for 
Gardner-Webb? “I see growth at Gard¬ 
ner-Webb but not phenomenal growth. I 
do feel that it will always attract students 
if Gardner-Webb continues to meet their 
needs. It has a good solid foundation on 
which to grow.” 

Bost attended Benjamin Franklin Uni¬ 
versity in Washington, D. C. and receiv¬ 
ed a Business Administration degree 
from the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill where he earned the Phi 
Beta Kappa key. 

As president of Bost Bakery, Inc. in 
Shelby and Thomasville, he has served 
as the Director of Southern Bakers As¬ 
sociation and past chairman of the 
Board of American Bakers Cooperative. 
In 1960, he received the Citizen of the 


Year award in Shelby. He has served as 
past president of the Shelby Rotary and 
Director and past president of the Cleve¬ 
land County United Fund.

The teachers were involved in Gard¬ 
ner-Webb College’s “Broyhill Academy 
for the Study of Independent Concepts" 
(BASIC) program. BASIC is a special 
program designed to help citizens ex¬ 
amine basic concepts and issues, 
especially the preservation of individual¬ 
ism and a free economic system. Teach¬ 
ers involved in the workshop are receiv¬ 
ing one continuing education unit (CEU) 
with the Broyhill Academy providing the 
tuition. The workshop was conducted on 
the campus of Catawba Technical Col¬ 
lege. 

Norman G. Eddy, general manager for 
Corrugated Container, Division of Boise 
Cascade in Newton, N. C. and Jerry P. 
Thomas, Account Manager for the same 
firm, presented a $5,000 check to Dan 
Moore, director of the BASIC program. 
Eddy praised the program’s goals and 
wished the program continued success. 

Talking with the group on- the 
development of a private business in the 
free enterprise system was Everett N. De- 
Vault, general manager of General Elect¬ 
ric’s Distribution Transformer Business 
Department in Hickory, N. C. ’ 

During his presentation, DeVault used 
his own company as an example of how 
a small business is able to grow and de¬ 


velop into a multi-nationql corporation 
when allowed to operate in a free society 
that provides the atmosphere of private 
initiative and competition. 

He emphasized that “in order for in¬ 
dustrial progress to occur, business must 
be willing to take risks in the develop¬ 
ment of new technology and new busi¬ 
nesses. Risks which are vital if we as a na¬ 
tion are to remain competitive in the 
world economy ’’ 

DeVault explained that in recent years 
the incentive for risk taking by business, 
and individuals, has been slowly taken 
away by excessive government regula¬ 
tion and the lack of incentives for invest¬ 
ment. 

What we need is not an end of 
government regulation in our society, but 


some reasonable effort’ to balance the 
benefits against the costs, and some en¬ 
couragement for those who are willing to 
risk their time, talents, and money in 
ventures that could improve the stan¬ 
dard of living for our people," he told. 

On October 30, Cass Ballenger of 
Plastic Packaging gave an account of 
the origin a'nd, growth of his. company. 
Workshops in each area has a local bus¬ 
iness success story. The last workshop in¬ 
cluded Jim Durham of the Credit 
Bureau.
